As you may be aware, the Department of Transport has 
requested that all clubs and organizations in Canada combine 
to submit a joint recommendation concerning amendments to 
our regulations considered desirable by Canadian amateur 
operators. The Department with commendable interest in our 
welfare, proposes to incorporate into our 1947-48 licenses those 
changes which receive official approval. It is urgent, therefore, 
that your club consider this matter in detail at the earliest 
opportunity. 


Suggested for discussion are the following points: 


CW-phone subdivisions of bands 

Classes of bands (restricted, unrestricted, etc.) 
_ . _Qualifications of operators for work in various 

bands, with special attention to the amendment 

of regulations governing Class A phone. 

Possible restrictions on modulated oscillators 

in U.H.F. bands. 

Use of FM on phone bands. 

Provisions for experimental television, carrier- 

~~ shift keying, etc. 


The Department has requested that a summary of suggested 
revisions be in their hands by January 4lst. While it may not 
be possible to consider such a broad subject adequately in such 
a short time, we can at least make a start with the object of 
introducing any important changes this coming spring. We again 
urge that your club give this matter every attention, since 
the time limit prevents us from consulting VE hams individually. 
We recommend, if necessary, a sperial meeting for this purpose. 


Your report should be sent to the Canadian General Manager, 
with a copy to this Association. This is your chance to bring 
about improvements in Canadian amateur radio, and we are looking 
forward to your co-operation.

At the last regular meeting of this club, on January 22nd., Mr. B. Rudman told 
the general assembly how he had been summoned into court for an infraction of 
the radio lew. It seems that your radio inspector, Mr. A. G. Powley, called at 
the home of Mr, Rudman, requesting that he produce his radio license, which he 
did. However, it appears that this man's radio station license (amateur) was 
not acceptable to Mr. Powley, who insisted, in court, that a separate receiving 
license is also required, Mr. Rudman insists that he had only the one receiver 
in his home at the time of Mr. Powley'’s visit. He claims that he had always been 
under the impression that an amateur radio station license covered the station 
receiver, Incidently our membership is of the same opinion. A moséim that we 
write to you for a ruling in this matter, was then passed. 


This disclosure was followed by a claim that a candidate writing an amteur 

radio examination, in Fort William, is required to wait from six months to a 
year, and then is expected to answer questions which would more properly be 

asked of a person trying a Second Class Commercial Radio paper. It was also 

Claimed that one candidate sat from 9,00 am until 1.50 pm. 


On an examination of these claims, it seems to us that the local radio inspector 
does not look too kindly on the radio amateur. We have tried to be of assistance 
to him, at different times, especially in cases of intereferehce from power 
leaks, and, have repeatedly offered our services to him. 


We are very anxious to have the above matters cleared up, and will be pleased to 
hear from you at your earliest convenience.

Lakehead Amateur Radio Club History Project ae 


With the September issue of XTAL magazine, every member of CAROA 
received a small slip of paper inside the front sover which stated 
that unauthorized persons were soliciting funds in the name of the Ass- 
ociation. The implication was that these individuals were using the 
money cOllected to line their own pockets, and readers were warned 
against this alleged fraud. This warning, however, only served to 
deepen the mystery of what is going on at the Toronto headquarters of 
CAROA. Members and non-members who had often wondered what the Assoc- 
iation's true purpose was, and whether those in charge had the real 
interest of the VE ham at heart, started wondering once more. The pur- 
pose of this letter is to set forth for your benefit some of the pert- 
inent circumstances surrounding XTAL and its parent organization. It 
is being written because the slip of paper mentioned above revealed 
that all is not well at 46 St. George Street, and more particularly 
because the accusation of fraud it contained was levelled at the under- 
signed. We shall start by giving a brief history of CAROA. 


According to the constitution (you can find it in the June, 1945 
issue of XTAL), the affairs of the Association are to be managed by an 
Executive Committee of twelve men elected by the membership at large. 
The last election was approximately nine years ago, and the war inter- 
vened before the next one was due. But in 1945, when it was decided 
to resume activities, it was found impossible to collect enough of the 
elected representatives (because of change of QTH, war service, or 
just plain disinterest) to form a quorum of the Executive. Therefore 
the members of that body who were on hand took arbitrary action to 
form a temporary committee which could govern the Association until 
such time as the legitimate Executive could take over, or until a new 
election could be held. This interim group was known as the Board of 
Management, and it served up until April, 1947. 


Under this Board of Management, CAROA made progress never dreamed 
of in the pre-war dayse As of last spring, it found itself in this 
position: 


1. Paid up membership had reached an all-time peak of almost 2200. 


2. XTAL had developed to the point where twelve issues a year 
were being published. Its physical size had been increased, 
and its content was gradually improved by the addition of 
technical articles and new features. Most important, it was 
being recognized by advertisers as the leading Canadian amat- 
eur publication - and advertising is the Association's major 
source of revenue. 


3. It had been found possible to open headquarters office and 
to employ a full-time staff of two. 


4. Space was rented and equipment purchased to inaugurate HQ 
station broadcasts from VESCAR. 


5. Extensive revision of the Constitution was under way in 
preparation for holding an election, so that all parts of 
the country might have a voice in Association affairs. 


6. Plans were being made in co-operation with ARRL for the en- 
couragement of traffic-handling in Canada and the establish- 
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2. 


7. Active consideration was being given to ways of increasing the 
Association's prestige and financial income, such as the sale 
of XTAL on the newsstands and the raising of annual membership 
fees in proportion to the increased services being rendered to 
Canadian Amateurs. 


8 


Every effort was being made to serve the VE ham in many other 
ways, including the supply of maps, lapel pins, log books, and 
message forms; to correlate opinion in such matters as the sub- 
division of bands; to negotiate with the Radio Manufacturers! 
Association regarding AC/DC menace; to present the Association’ 
views regarding the International Conference to the Government; 
and to keep members posted on new developments of a regulatory 
and technical nature. 


9. Financially, CAROA was in the blacks assets balanced liabilitia, 
although there was no surplus. 


Last April, however, there was a sudden change. The Board of 
Management had appointed a sub-committee to study the plan for the re- 
allocation of the ten meter phone and CW frequencies which had been 
proposed by the ARRL late in 1946, with the object of finding out how 
it would affeot the Canadian position, and of recommending a stand for 
the Association to take on the subject. This sub-committee brought in 
a report which recommended that an amended plan be submitted to the 
ARRL Board of Directors before their annual meeting in May, since it 
had been publicly announced that the matter would be brought up for 
final disposition at that time. This report was approved by the Board 
of Management by an overwhelming majority, the only dissenters being 
the President and Vice-President. The latter two, faced with defeat, 
then seized upon an expedient which offered them their only hope of 
winning out against majority opinion. They ruled, in their capasity 
as members of the pre-war executive, that the Board of Management did 
not have the authority to take this action, and that they intended to 
call a formal meeting of the pre-war executive to override the adopted . 
report. Pending the outcome of this decision, the Board suspended its 
weekly meetings. 


One month later, the President and Vice-President succeeded in round- 
ing up three other members of the pre-war executive and a meeting was 
held. Since it was necessary to obtain only one vote in addition to 
theirs to achieve a majority, they succeeded in passing a motion which 
ABOLISHED THE BOARD OF MANAGEMENT AND RETURNED CONFROL TO THE ORIGINAL 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. In view of the fact that a quorum was not pres- 
ent, the other members of this body who could not be persuaded to 
attend the meeting were asked to vote on the matter by mail; the latter, 
not being acquainted with the attendent circumstances, saw no reason 
why they should not vote "yes". It is interesting to note that this 
group, to protect themselves, also ratified all the actions of the now- 
pate 35 Board of Management, including the adoption of the ten-meter 
repor ‘ 


Having thus achieved their personal victory, the President and 
Vice-President rested on their laurels. The meeting in May was the 
only one held between April and October, and, as a result the Associa- 
tion, deprived of all guidance and leadership, lost ground at an alarm- 
ing ratee The action to dismiss the Board of Management, at the most 
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critical point in CAROA's history, brought about the following devel- 
opments during that period: 


ae The resignation of the managing editor of XTAL, John Perdue, 
» was received as the outcome of inadequate wages and the 
continually receding promise of any future for him on the Assoc- 
iation's staff. 


be. The paid-up membership declined by several hundred. Lapsed 
memberships alone mounted to almost one thousand as a result 
of waning confidence. 


ce XTAL began to deteriorate in content, appearance and useful- 
nesse Whole issues appeared without technical or construction- 
al articles; and feature departments disappeared. 


Advertising revenue dropped to approximately two-thirds of the 
minimum required to sustain the Association's activities. 


a 


@. VESCAR broadcasts were discontinued without notice or explana- 
tion to the members, and station equipment suffered from neg- — 
lect. 

Work on the revision of the Constitution in preparation for an 
election was never resumed. 


g- The activities of the Association in connection with traffic, 
the International Conference, and innumerable others, were 
similarly abandoned. 


he In general, CAROA's prestige reached a new low according to the 
expressed opinions of interested amateurs. 


In October, the four undersigned, who had all been members of 
the Board of Management, and two of whom were members of the pre-war 
Executive until their recent resignations in protest, met unofficially 
to see if anything could be done about the situation. To this meeting 
the President and Vice-President were invited, but could not or would 
not attend. This group, by the way, had never received any notifica- 
tion that the Board of Management had been officially dismissed. For 
example, the Acting Secretary under this Board had been asked to con- 
tinue in that capacity until a permanent appointment could be made, 
and he had not received any advice that his services were no longer 
required. Together with John Perdue, this small group agreed among 
themselves that the Association was performing no useful function in 
its present state, and that it would be preferable to fold up rather 
than to continue indefinitely the way it stood. Furthermore, it was 
all too obvious that CAROA must be greatly expanded, and its services 
to the VE amateur greatly increased, if its existance was to be justi- 
fied during the coming years. From our experience on the Board of 
Management, and in view of the unnecessary lost ground during the 
summer months, there was only one way of achieving that ultimate goal, 
and that was TO RAISE FUNDS TO CAPITALIZE THE ASSOCIATION AND TO 
FINANCE IT ON AN EXTENDED SCALE. It should be understood that CAROA 
has never received a cent from outside sources, having been financed 
by the money received from advertising and membership fees during the 
time it was being run by interested individuals in their spare time 
without remuneration. We know that this "shoe-string® method has a 
definite limitation; it may, with luck, enable current operating 


f 
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expenses to be met but cannot be counted on to provide surplus funds 
for vitally-necessary expansion. Since a bank loan without collateral 
is out of the question, we determined to conduct a survey to find out 
if individual amateurs would be willing to donate a small amount for 
this purpose - not a loan, but as a gift without any promise of repay- 
ment. This was the result; each amateur contacted expressed his dis+« 
satisfaction with the present Association, but admitted that a nation- 
al amateur organization was highly to be desired, and offered to con- 
tribute a minimum often dollars to be used for the improvement. of 
CAROA. No attempt was made to collect money (although a few amateurs 
voluntarily sent their cheques in to the Association's office); we 
merely succeeded in ascertaining that a minimum of one thousand dollars 
could be raised in the City of Toronto alone, and that that sum could 
be multiplied five or ten times with the co-operation of those in 
other sections of the country. 


It is not our intention here to discuss how such capital, if 
raised, could be applied to furthering the operations of the Associa- 
tion; but we feel no doubt the principle is sound. From the support 
received to date, we are sure that a Canadiam Amateur Association can 
be self-supporting on a level that will provide the maximm of service 
to all VEs. Money expended to improve XTAL and to solicit advertising 
aggressively, by increasing the staff if necessary, can be counted on 
to at least double the revenue from advertising and probably triple 
that from membership duese It would also enable the many projects and 
responsibilities to be tackled which are now out of the question be- 
cause of lack of capital; many of these activities would contribute to 
CAROA's income as well as increase its prestige tenfold. Every suc~ 
cessful business -=- and CAROA must be operated on a business basis -- 
grows out of its invested capital. 


But aside from this, our action had another result -- it roused 
the Executive from its lethargy. Meeting hurriedly, the President and 
the Vice-President found that only four others of the pre-war group 

would be able to serve (two of whom have since resigned); the remainder 
’ had all tendered their resignations. In an attempt to legalize their 
actions they decided arbitrarily to appoint new executives to fiil the 
six vavgancies. To simulate an election, eight nominations were pres- 
ented. By a coincidence four of these nominees were present at the 
meeting and happened to be elected. By another coincidence, the two 
who were not elected were those who, on the Board of Management, had 
consistently and vigourously expressed their dissatisfaction with the 
conservative policies of the pre-war officers and the discouraging lack 
of progress of the Association. 


As this is written, two more members of the pre-war Executive and 
of the old Board of Management have handed in their resignations in 
protest. This leaves the control of the Association in the hands of 
two men, the President and Vice-President, -who have surrounded thenm- 
seives with a puppet Executive without the experience to provide any 
opposition to their damaging policies. For example, the President, 
fearing that our survey regarding possible capitalization might vre- 
flisct upon the Association's leadership, attempted to publicly dis- 
creagit the individuals who had launched it by inserting a warning in 
she September XTAL. He did so WITHOUT BOTHERING TO SECURE THE APFROV- 
Al OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. As a formality, he did request approval 
after XTAL had been mailed <= and received it without much guestion. 
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The Association is badly in need of efficient and impersonal 
leadership. How badly it needs it is shown by the fact that the new 
Executive has decided to close the St. George Street office, dismiss 
what is left of the staff, and try to carry on XTAL and the Associa- 
tion on a voluntary spare-time basis. In other words, a backwards 
step is being taken, at a time when courage. and initiative could 
continue the progress made in the past two years and expand CAROA's 
scope and usefulness. For this reason, we urge all Canadian Amateurs 
to take action before it.is too late. We feel, unfortunately, that 
there is little hope of persuading the present Executive of the wisdom 
of adopting a different course of action. But here is what you can do: 


1. Notify the officers of your lack of confidence in the governing 
body, a majority of which was appointed, not elected. 


2. Demand an immediate election under a Constitution which will 
provide for representation on the Executive from each Call Area. 
The elected representatives then can decide how the Constitution 
can be further amended so as to enable them to have a voice in 
the Association's affairs during the time when travelling ex- 
penses are not available. 


3. Demand that the Association apply for incorporation under the 
laws of the Dominion of Canada, so that the members may hold the 
Executive responsible for adherence to the Constitution in future. 


4. Indicate your willingness to contribute to the capitalization of 
the Association under a new Executive. But do not send money, 
for the undersigned have no power to use it and the present 
Executive will not accept it. 


5. In the case of Clubs, pass a formal motion indicating lack of 
confidence in the present Executive and calling for an immediate 
election to allow the Association to resume its interrupted 
progress. 


In the long run, CAROA members are the only ones who can deter- 
mine the Association's future course and policies. We expect the pre- 
sent Officers will endéavour, through XTAL or otherwise, to discredit 
the facts set out above, and the integrity of the undersigned, and we 
shall not be able to refutes their arguments in this fashion again. 

But we feel that Canadian amateurs will be able to reason out the 
logical conclusion with the help of the details given above, which can 
be corroborated by reference to the Minutes of Meetings held during . 
the past two years. And personally, we feel that a soundly establish- 
ed, efficiently-functioning Canadian Amateur Organization is worth 
fighting for.

I believe that every amateur is conversant with the following 
regulation governing operation of Amateur Experimental Stations, quote 
"Each call and sign-off shall be made by the holder of a Certificate 
of Proficiency in Radio of at least Amateur grade. Nevertheless, the 
licensee, may permit any person to take part in A3 transmissions 
provided the licensee is present and retains physical control of the 
station", unquote. 


It has recently been brought to my attention that in spite 
of the above regulation some anateur stations are on the air when it 
is known thet the licensee is not on the premises and could, therefore, 
net possibly live up to the rules laid down by the Department. 


Will you, therefore, kindly bring to the notice of your member- 
ship that from now on the amateur frequencies will be regularly monitored 
either by myself or another member of the staff and without further 
notice if any station ignores the regulation above quoted the station 
licenes will be immediately suspended for a-period of one month. A 
second infraction will be referred to H.Q. with the recommendation that 
the licence be suspended indefinitely or for a period of one year.

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PORTABLE AND MOBILE OPERATION 


Effective immediately, portable and mobile operation is 
authorized on all frequency bands allocated for use at Amateur 
Experimental Stations, subject to the following conditions:- 


(1) Conditions (a), (b), (c), pertaining to portable privi- 
leges, as printed on the back of the Station Licence, 
shall continue to apply. 


(2) Whenever portable or mobile operation is to extend 
. beyond a period of forty-eight hours, a written notice 
must be forwarded to the office of the nearest Radio 
Inspector in the District in which the licensee's home 
station is located. The notice shall contain the 
Station call sign, home eddress, dates and places of 
proposed operation and/or mobile station itinerary. 


(3) If portable or mobile operation is to be conducted in 
a Call Sign District other than the one in which the 
home station is located and is to extend over a period 
of more than forty-eight hours, written notice must also 
be forwarded with full particulars to the District Radio 
Office of the district in which the operation is intended. 


When Al or A2 emission is used the call sign must be 
followed by an oblique stroke and the number of the Call 
Sign District in which the operation is taking place, 

viz., "VE3DAA/1". In the case of radiotelephony, 
the Station call sign must be followed by the word 
"Portable" and District number, viz., "V E 3 D A A Portable 


(4) Portable or mobile operation must not extend beyoni one 
month in any period without obtaining authority for 
continued operation from the District Radio Office and, 
in no case shall it exceed more than four months in any

The licence, which authorizes transmission and reception, only on frequencies 
authorized therein, must be posted in a conspicuous place in the station. 


Amateur Experimental Stations must be so operated as not to interfere with 
the working of any government or commercial coast, land, ship or aircraft station, 
or with the reception of broadcasting. 


Except as indicated hereunder, the input power to the antenna shall not 
exceed 500 watts. For purpose of this requirement, the final amplifier shall be 
considered to be operating with an efficiency of 70 per cent. 


Stations with a power input to the final amplifier in excess of 400 watts, 
shall be equipped with meters of a standard manufacture and accuracy for measuring 
the plate voltage and current to the tube or tubes supplying power to the antenna.

All licensed Amateur: Experimental Stations are authorized to operate one radio 
transmitting and receiving equipment of a portable nature in the bands allocated to 
such stations between 28.0-29.7 and 21000.0-22000.0 mc/s inclusive in a passenger 
automobile owned by the licensee, or at a temporary location, for communication with 
any licensed Amateur Experimental Station (including the equipment installed at the 
home address of the portable station) provided the following requirements are complied 
with:- 
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(a) When in use the portable equipment shall be designated by the cali sign 
assigned in the station licence, followed by the word "Portable". 


(b) The equipment at both the home station and portable station shall be 
operated by persons holding Certificates of Proficiency in Radio of at 
least Amateur grade, unless otherwise authorized by the Minister of 
Reconstruction and Supply. 


(c) The portable equipment shall be available for inspection at the licensed 
address of the station whenever required by Departmental Radio Inspectors.
